The Housing Authority has ex- 
pressed its wonderment and con- 
fusion over a Finance Committee 
listing in its suggested capital 
expenditure plan. 

The FinCom listed an amount, 
to be raised by taxes in 1963, to 
make up for the loss intax revenue 
resulting from Urban Renewal.

bots Of Aid Accepted 


The question of accepting federal aid for local projects 
has assumed unusually great proportions recently, as 
Urban Renewal plans forced all of us to consider this 
portion of the plan. 

Some flatly rejected federal aid as being unworthy of 
the town. 

But we already receive such aid, all the time, and 

without a hint of a problem. 
* School lunches come from federal sources; much of the 
money spent for welfare comes from the federal treasury. 
Certainly the Social Security payments to thousands of 
our citizens come directly from the government. 

In many ways, aid from Washington continues to come 


into our town. 

The state, too, sends aid for many things. This might 
be Chapter 90 roads, school building construction, educa- 
tion, bus transportation — all sorts of aid. 

And we acknowledge that this money comes from our 
own pockets, as state and federal taxpayers. 

We merely wish to carry through with the idea that 
federal aid is unworthy of the town, to point out that 
cutting off such aid would strangle the town, just in the 
areas existing at the moment. 

We don’t seem to have been quite so cautiousabout 
accepting this aid in areas other than Urban Renewal; 
thus, possibly, that particular argument in the Urban 
Renewal picture is not as important as it is made to seem. 


More Precincts 


One lesson, on a strictly local level, can be learned 
from Tuesday’s election — something has to be done to 
get the count finished earlier, 

It was anticipated that the count would run into the 
wee hours of the morning — and it did. 

This will continue, until the town does something 
about it. For we know that the legislature, now that it 
has compelled all municipalities to wait until the polls 
are closed to begin counting, will steadfastly uphold that 
needless requirement. 

We face two choices, really; 

Buy voting machines. 

Create smaller precincts. 

The latter course seems most sensible. 
voting population is expanding all the time — there’s no 
reason why the number of precincts can not be increased, 
with new boundaries drawn to meet modern needs, 

Smaller precincts — fewer voters in each — would make 
it possible to handle a heavy vote such as Tuesday’s, or 
the even-heavier vote in a presidential year, without 
putting such a load on the precinct workers. We hope the 
town clerk and the Selectmen can see their way clear to 
studying this proposal carefully, and put it into effect 
within a reasonable time.

Let’s Compare 


Comparisons sometimes suffer, when you try to com- 


pare grapes with apples, but it is safe to compare schools 
with schools. 

Lets do that, for a moment, 

The town builds a 20-room school. Add to this number, 
the kindergart en rooms, the auditorium-gymnasium, cafe- 
teria and administrative offices. The cost runs up to a 
million dollars.

It seems to us that Pike School has all the best of it;

other non-essentials, 

The town builds good schools to be sure — the Henry 
C. Sanborn school is a fine building,
